I. Claims 1-19, drawn to a method of cementing a wellbore, classified in 
class 166, subclass 292. 

II. Claims 20-23, drawn to a fiber containing cement composition, classified 
in class 106, subclass 71 3+.

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the fiber cement 
composition can be used in a process of making a construction material such as a tile, 
brick, block, slab; as a coating material, etc.
